the strictest vigilanee in repelling tin 
bush-whacking. Spanish irregulars. 

I-Iaving started the Santiago expedi- 
tion the war department has now con 
centratcd all its energies on the pre- 
paration of the force to bo sent to Porto 
llico. Active niovements in that line 
ha-ve been made on a scale so oxtensivo 
as to lead to the supposition, in soiue 
quarters, thai the attack is to be direct- 
ed on Havana, but there Is no open 
iadicatiob of it. The volunteers at Chat- 
taaooga, 42,000 in number, arc reaching 
a degree of excellence under the man 
agemcQt of General Brooke that would 
•\varrant the government in ordering 
Ihem immediately into active service, but 
nnfortunately there is still a considerable 
lack of equipment that will not permit 
this. General Merrilt has brought the 
25,000 installment of his force into read- 
iness and sails for Manila to-morrow. 

An unexpected complication has arisen 
Jis to the right of Admiral Sampson at 
Santiago and Admiral Dewey at JMunila 
to use the cables with a viev,' to bringing 
them into direct telegraphic commnniea 
tjon with the authorities liere. It is un 
dorstood by the ollicials liere that Ad 
luiral Dewey secured tlie .shore end of. 
the cable leading from Manila to Ilong- 
icong'Borae time ago and buoyed it with 
a .view of sending despatches. The 
sajne condition is understood to exist at 
Santiago where Admiral Sampson .'las 
buoyed the shore end of tlic cable, but 
no messages have been seat and the 
qiiestioii has nri.sca whether it is allow 
able under the rules of neutralit,v for the 
French and British companies owning 
these lines to permit them to 1)0 aso<l 
for, military purposes. There is some 
anxiety as to the course of the operators 
of the foreign companies at Hayti when 
they receive messages from Admiral 
.Sampson. Should they refuse to handle 
them an interesting international inies- 
tion might arise. The same condition 
exists as to the 3Ianila cubic and the 
failure to receive despatches from Ma- 
nila is- attributable to the refusal of the 
British operators at Hongkong to take 
the messages. 

It was stated to-night that negotiations 
were passing which give promise of a 
satisfactory understanding with the 
companies as to -the forwanling of such 
messages as the American admiral 
should send. 



BRYAN ON THE WAR. 

Tlie Silver Leader Declares Against a 
Campaign of Mere Conquest, 

Omaha, Neb., .tune 14. — The Nebraska 
building at the exposition was dedicated 
to-day amid plaudits of thousands of cit- 
izens. The principal speaker of the day 
was Hon. W. J. Bryan, whose oration 
was his first public declaration on the 
war issue.

Louis and several despatch, boats, it is 
leported here, brought to .Mole St, Nich- 
ols, to-day a story that a landing was ef- 
fected by the Americans last Monday, 
very near Santiago. Accbrding to tliis 
report the Americans took possession of 
a fortified position commanding a portion 
of the port, but the Spanish rallied and 
attacked the invading force, finally dis- 
lodging it and retaking its position. 

Tills information does not tally with 
a cablegram received Sunday night by 
United Stales Minister rowell, which as- 
serted that 1,000 men had landed at San- 
tiago bay without encountering serious 
oppositioa.

Spain Suggests Concessions in netin-u 
for a Check to' America. 

ISerlin, .Tune 14. — Advices rec<'ived 
friaii Shanghai by the Frankfort Zei- 
tung say news has been received there 
from Manila to the effect that there is 
fighting erefy night around the town. 
The insurgents, it seems, are trying to 
capture Manila and establish an inde- 
pendent government before the Ameri- 
cans can. The German consul at Man- 
ila, it is further reported, bus 300 Ger- 
man and Swiss on board a refugee steam- 
er iu the harbor. 

Vienna, Tune 14.— The Neue Freie 
Prcsse to-day says Spain has requested 
the powers to urge the United States to 
occupy Manila with American troops 
hould the town surrender and not allow 
the city to fall into the hands of the in- 
surgents. 

Madrid, .Tune 14. — The Spanish press 
has increased its optimism based on the 
belief that (Jerinnny intends to prevent a 
l)ombar<lnient of Manila by making a na- 
val donionslrntioii. The newspapers urge 
sacrifices with the view of securing Ger- 
many's assistance, !iiul political leaders 
express theiuseh-es in favor of offering 
Germany tlie following concessions in re- 
turn for lier "taking the initiative in 
checking America: "Firstly, naval sta- 
tions and coaling dei)ots in Spanish 
Ocennica; secondly, Spimisli concurrence 
in the development of Germany's com- 
mercial and political relations with 
Morocco." 



TO TAKE POKTO BICO, . A 

General Lee Will Go There With Twelve 
or Thirteen Thousand Men, 

New York, ,Tune 14.— A special to the 
Times from Wushington says: Now that 
the Santiago exjicdition is under way 
with General Sliafter at its head, to co- 
operate with Admiral Sampson in the re- 
duction of that city and the capture of 
the Spanisli ships in the harbor, the ener- 
gies of the war department are expected 
TO be directed toward [ireparations for 
the invasion of I'orto Bieo. While 
these preparations will be pushed for- 
ward rapidly, there is no reason to he- 
lievi? that extraordinary haste will be re- 
sorted to. The volunteers of Tampa and 
.IiicksonvlUe, who ure expected to form 
part of the army of invasion for Porto 
Kico, are not in condition to be sent to 
the island, and' it will take a little time 
ti put them into shape. 

It is true that the progress made at 
.Tacksonvillo Avhere General Filzhugli 
Lee is iu command has been much inoi"i 
satisfactory than at some of the other 
camps. Already clothing for 7,500 men 
has been deliveretl there, and owing to 
the abundant railroad facilities, no such 
I'uiigestitju and eunfnsion as occurred at 
Tampa in the distribution of uniforms, 
eciuipmenls and supplies have been en- 
countered. This encourages the hoi)e that 
the volunteers thi're will be ready for the 
iuvadiug campaign in less time than was 
leiiiiired at Tampa and is being taken at 
Chickauiaviga. 

It is remembered that Sampson 
found that the reduction of the forts 
and batteries of San Juan was no child's 
play and that be succeeded in doing lit- 
tle damage to them 'in three hours' bom- 
bardment. It is' rumored, too, that there 
may be more Spanish troops on the 
island than Lieutenant Whitney saw. At 
any rate tin." war department feel that 
while it has the men it would be wise to 
send enough to I'orto Kico to meet and 
defeat twice as many Spaniards us are 
believed to bo on the island. The larger 
the force the (piicker, the more decisive 
and possibly the less bloody will be the 
work of capturing tlie place. 'J'hue re- 
sult is that 12,000 or 13,000 men will be 
sent to the island. 

General Lee is expected to command a 
part of the Porto Ivico expedition, but 
this is not taken as eiimiiniting him from 
I he main Cuban campaign. There will 
be plenty of opportunity for him to take 
the iiart, he is anxious to take m the n.' il 
work of freeing Cuba, when the cam- 
paign in the lesser island is over. The 
story that he is to bc,made governor-genr 
eral of I'orto Itieo is discredited, because 
of its inappropriateness. 

The navy department has been advised 
of the movements and is busy in expec- 
tation of supiiiying the convoy for the 
fleet to Porto Bico. This will be a more 
formidable fieet than that which goes 
with the Santiago army, for the oflicials 
contemplate n joint attack on the San 
,7uan fortifications by army and navy, 
and the fortilicalions are so powerful 
that heavily arpiori'd ships can be sent 
against them at the beginning. There- 
fore it is believed that Admiral Samp- 
son's ships will head the lleet.

The Spanish shooting was better than 
the American. The sunken collier Jler- 
rimae does not block tin.' entrance to the 
channel. Adniind Sampson intends tu 
force an enlraiu'e when the troojis ar- 
rive. He expects to lose a ship or two, 
but is convinced that hi? will succeed." 

The Daily Chronicle's correspondent 
says it is surprising that the American 
losses were small, iis tlu> engagement 
was very severe. .Altogether the bom- 
bardment might fairly be claimed by 
the Spanish as a victory, for. after 
three hours' fighting by the pick of the 
.\uu'riean Ueet, Spain's colors were still

It would be curiou.s to know the his- 
tory of the negotiations which led to 
the nomination of the throi> f:entlenien 
named. To most people it looks like a 
siuKuliirly weak ticket, and theio is 
liiiiliably more than a suspicion tli.-it 
llie candidates are not entirely in ac- 
ciiril with each other. It is very well 
kaown that a number of opposition pi'n- 
tleiiien had quite set their hearts upon 
llie nomination; and while it is too niiicli 
tci expi>cl tlipm to bocDMie ardent sui>- 
purtcrs of the fiovornmcnt during the 
campaign, wo shall he much mistaken if 
llicy lose many nights' sleep devising 
ways and means to swell the vole of 
tlieir successful rivals. Indeed, there i^ 
a well-defined rumor abroad that tin 
nomination of one or more of tlie gen 
tlcinen selected was iiispi-.i'il hy the i leji 
lliat this was a good time to kill them 
(ilT. 



THE ATTOKMOY-I JENKU.VL. 

In none of the other Canadian prov- 
inces is there so much responsibility cast 

.upon tlie attorney-general as in British 
Columliia. till' reason being that in the 
older communiti(>s counties have been 
erected, and in some cases townships, in 
all of which there is a more or less com- 
plete legal establishment. In some of 
the provinces tlie whole charge of the 
ftdmiiiistratioii of justice is east upon the 
counties, iind local prosecuting ollijers 
take charge of cases as they arise, the 
attorney-general only being rofern-d to 
in cases of excei)tional gravity. The 
policing of counties is also a matter for 
local control and in the majority of 
casi's the government of the province 
has nothing whatever to do with it. 
We have in British Columbia an entirely 
different state of affairs, nnd all of these 
iiiiittors— and many others— come direct 
ly uiuler the care of tile attorney-gen- 
eral, who is not only Uie legal adviser 
of the government, the responsible guar- 
-diau of legislation, the actual head of 
Jill public prosocutioii.4, hut the adviser 
of every government ollicial in the coun- 
try and a sort of supervising chief of po- 
lice. We saw the other day that in New 
' Westminster a considerable complaint 
was made against the- attorney -general's 
depai'tiMcnt l)eeause of an alleged uiis 
isfactory iuiiuest iuto the death of 
man who was drowned upon, the Friiscr. 
In the older provinces a matter of this 
kind would ^scarcely come under the no- 
tice of the attorney-general, excciiting 
indirectly. The position of cliief law 
.olllcer ot the crowu in this province is 
far from being a sinecure, and the 
Jfriends.of the Hon. 1). M. Eberls Inivc 
Teason to fwl gratilied that during liis 
tenure of ollice the wide ami divern 
Tesponsibilitics resting upon hiiu hav 
Ijeeu so elliciently discharged. In the 

. legislature Mr. lilbertd iias devoloiXHl a 
valuable faculty for the supervision of 
legislation, his capacity in this respect 
being coiicede<l by both sides of 111 
tiouse. As a local member, the votei-H 
of his constituency have abundant rea 
"ffoa to know that he watches their inter- 
ests carefully and sivMires them a full 
measure of justice. 
, One of the most gratifying feature.-* 
>'-o£ British Columbia, and one that elicits 

' the greatest praise both at Iiome ami 
abroad, is the manner in which jnsli(-( 
is administered. If there is one tiling: 
more than another about whieli the peo 
pie ot tills province and new-comers 
alike feel absolutely safe, it is ns to their 
properly and civil rights, They know 
that if crime shows its head it will he 
struck by the strong arm of the lav.-. 
They know tliat the various ofllcers of 
the government will administer the law 
fairly and impartially. This knowli>ilge 
give's a sense of secnrily lo pcopU; who 
reside or c(uno to do Imsiiiess in Brilish 
(.'olumbia: and while il, would be nnrea 
sonable to claim die whole credit for 
it as due to the attorn6y;goneral of the 
province for the time bdhg, no one can 
deny that he is entitloil to his -.diare of 
(he merit attaching lo so satisfactory 
a condition of things. Mr. Eberts bad 
preceding him in otllcc a long line of 
'ca'pable attbriieys-gcncral, who by their 
ability anil strong soiloc of what is right 
gained for the jirovince a deservedly 
high name. With broader responsibili- 
ties than ^ny. of hig-.predeccssors, with 
greater demands upon his attention than 
they, with a great inllux of now people- 
ami conseiiueiitly an increasing number 
of questions to be determined, Mr. Eb- 

i -;dr^;lMis IJcen able !to, maintain vJlifeihlB^^ 

' sfnindirtj in the a'dminist^'a^^^^^ his 
deparlment which has characterized it 
in the past. 

We feel very confident of his re-olcc- 
lion. The people ot South Victoria ore 
not likely to set aside a vopresentative 
with a provincial reiinrd for elllciency 
nnd ability for the sake of an untried 
man. Iiowever estimable he nuiy be per 
sonally. 



TITIO GE.N'KKAL Ot.'TLOOK. 
The friends of the loci I governinen 
have every reason to feel encouraged at 
the news which comes from all parts of 
the province. The cnmiviign ot slander, 
iniyrepresentiiticin anil blue-ruin, in which 
llic opposition liave been indulging 
iLe past year, has lost all the little force 
it ever possessed, and the voters arc nalx- 
iiig themselves why they should tliink of 
{!xcl»anging a tried and provbd leader 
for one who is at best an unknown .man 
tity. 

In the west riding oC Yale, Jlr. Scmliii 
will find a stout opponent in Mr. Mac- 
kay. There is a curious difference bo 
Iween the campaign in tin- west riding of 
Viile and the north riding nf the sann 
district. In the north riding, it happen 
eil during Hon. (i. H. Martin's absence 
from home that a ChinaniMn was ci; 
p'oyed on his pla<-i'. hat was discbargi 
hy Mr. ^Martin iiiiniediately on bis r 
turn. l'"or having had in his employ 
l.iit without his knowledge— a Cliinaiii,in 
Mr. Martin is being attacked as an en 
emy of wliito labor. Down in the ^v 
riding, Mr. Scmlin bus carried on hi 
raiK-li for years with Chinese labor, iml 
we have not observed that any canvass 
is being made against him there on that 
lu-connt. Our advices are that Mr. Mac 
kay's chances for success are verj- 
gec-d. 



In the east riding of Yale, Mr. Price 
Ellison will contest the constituency in 
the government interest against Jlr. Don 
aid (Jrahain. We are very sorry to know 
that the last named geiitlcnian has In 
ill for some time, and pleased to hoar 
that he has quite recovered. While un 
able to agree with Mr. Graham in hi 
views on local politics, and while M'gi 
iiig him as rather a drawback than 
aid to his constituency, the Colonist, in 
iiinimon with all per.sons who come in 
contact with Mr. Graham, entertains tlu 
must kindly feelings towards liiiii. On 
iidviccs arc thai. Jlr. Ellison's (-ainli- 
ilature is being splendidly received 
througluHit the riding. He is very (-hisely 
identified with the intprest-s of the com- 
munity and has a wide and inHuontinl 
circle of friends. Ho is progressive in 
his views and will make an oxi-ellent 
representative. Wf are, therefore, not 
at all surprised to hear that he is mak- 
ing a very successful canvass and that 
the probabilities are all favorable to his 
election. 

In the north riding of Vale, Hon. (J. H. 
Martin is receiving a very hearty wel- 
come from his old friends who have very 
little doubt about returning him nt the 
polls with a. very handsome nmjority 
over Mr. Dcane who has iai-n working 
\ery bard for llie last six months to se- 
cure his election, but appears to have 
liroiluceil only a superlicial impression. 

No one seems to ciiterlain any doiibl 
about the election of -Mr. A. W. Smith 
in West l.illonet, iiiid there oughl. to be 
111) doubt about it fm- .Mr. Smith is one 
of the most vnluabli! members of Ibe 
house. He has -excellcut business ideas, 
is progressive in his views, and his .-on- 
Iribulioiis to the discusion of measures is 
very valuable. The people of the prov- 
ince generally will be glad to know that 
Mr. Smith is practically certain of again 
occupying his seat on the floors of the 
house. 

In East Lillooel, ^fr. ] >. A. Sloddarl, 
who .vepresentcd the constituency in llii' 
lato bouse, is opposed by Mr. .T. D. Pren- 
tice, who was his opponent in ISDl. It 
was a pretty close constituency th(Mi. In 
fact, Mr. Prentice got one vote 
more than Mr. McGregor and occupied 
Jiis . i^eat during the .first session ,df -'tlie 
last house, when tbc' election"" was- va- 
cated and a new one held, at which Mr. 
Stoddart was returiieil. With tlie recom- 
mendation of three BossionK of useful 
work in thfs. IcfgjBlattjrc, and with the 
innnencc ncq'iitrcfl durltig thiit' time, and 
as the supporter of an administration, 
whose progressive and spirited iiolicy 
will commend itself to the jieople of liil- 
looet, /Mr. Stoddtirt ought to, have no 
dilllculty In Fccuring his re-election and 
we are advised IhiM, he will not. The 
people of Lillooet have very little sym- 
pathy with , the opposition , especially 
since that' piirty Avould have deprived 



them of Tphe^olis'their representatives if 
they had ij'eeii able to do so. 

In Cariboo, Messrs. Uogers and Hun- 
ter seem quite sure of election. They 
are both government stipporters ami will 
be abl«i: in" .the legislature to represent 
and advance the interests of the fine 
district to wliicli they will give their 
services. We have yet to hear any mem- 
ber of the opposition claim that Cariboo 
is not solid for the goverhment - 

Formal nominations have not yet boon 
made for Cassiar, hut it seems quite un- 
likely that any opposition candidates will 
be in the field in that disliict. Ailvices 
from Kootenay grow more f.ivorable to 
the government every day. It need siir- 
IH-ise no one if (he four all-Kootenay 
ridings and the IJosshuid riding return 
presentatives pledged to support the 
government. In' some of ;the ridings — 
possibly in all of thom— tliere will be a 
lively contosi, but we see no reason to 
fcM'l doiiblfuLot success in any one of 
them. Kootenay is not going to rank 
self with the disgruntled, disorganized, 
ailerless and policyle.ss combination 
nown as the opposition. The opinion 
xpressed above as to the outlook ill that 
urt of till' province is b.-ised upon a 
arefut reading of the newspapers on 
both sides of politics, and from private 
adviccs received. It is tlio deliberate 
judgment of the Colonist that at pres- 
iit the government has an excellent pros- 
pect of carrying evi'ry constituency there, 
and we nre much impressed with the 
good likely to result from the visit to be 
paid by the Premier to that part of the 
province in . the course of a few days. 
There is imtliiiig especially new from the 
lower Eraser or from lUchmond, but 
such news as comes is of a very favor- 
able character. From .Vancouver there 
is only good news. The opposition ticket 
aid by those who are well informed 
to have fallen very fiat. The people of 
the Terminal City are asking themselves 
why Mr. .Toaeph Martin should bo forced 
upon them by a. lot of other inilitical ad- 
nlurers. They are beginning to won- 
der if it can be the public interests tliat 
have led to nn alliance between such 
divorgont elements as those i-epreseuted 
by Mr. Cntiim nnd .Mr. .Martin. A^'e i-e- 
gard till! oulloiik for the government in 
\'ancouver, which has hitherto been a 
hot-bed of opposition, as highly favor- 
able. Good news comes froui all parts 
of \'ancouver Island, but it is hardly 
worth while to refer specifically to any 
of the conslitueucies because they have 
all been very recently mentioned in the 
Colonist and a general review of the 
conditious existing iu them has been 
given. It is perhaps sunicient to say 
now that there is no reason to change in 
any respect the as'suring anticipation 
which the Colonist has recently been 
able to give concerning tbcin. 

With the campaign now fairly o))en 
in every section of the province, it can 
be said wirli perfect truth that the 
chances of the government are as good 
as its best frii-ads could dcsii-e. The vicis- 
situdes of .-in election contest are prover- 
bial and the most nnexpected sorts of 
accidents bapiien, but we feel very con- 
lidciit that, if during the few weeks 
which will elapse between the pn si-nl 
nnd polling day, the friends of llu- gm- 
ernment ndax no effort and iiiit a 
sliaiglit-forward, nianl.v campaign, they 
will be able on .Iidy JItli to score a signal 
victory for tlie Hon. Mr. Turner and 
fair play for British Columbia.

Later in the day a boat with a white 
Hag |)Ut out from the harbor, and (Japt. 
Ovieilo, the chief of HttilT of Admiral 
Corvera, boarded the New Y'ork and in- 
foniiod the admiral that the whole party 
bad been capturcil and that only two of 
the heroes were injured. Lieut, llobson 
wjis not linrt. It apiiears that the .Sp.in- 
ish ailiniral was so struck with the cour- 
age of tile Merrimac's crew that he de- 
cided to inform Admiral Sampson that 
tlioy hail not lost their lives, but were 
prisoners of w:ir, and, couhl be e.Kciiaug- 
ed. Money iiud provisions were .sent to 
the prisoner.s through ('apt. Oviedo, and 
it is believed Uear Admiral Sampson is 
taking (he s(eps ' neces.>iary to bring 
alioiit their exchange. 

All day Thursday the collier lay near 
the llagship and more elaborate propait- 
tioiis were made. Dunng these prepara- 
tions Uobsou was tireless, coot and con- 
lideht, supervising iwrsonally every litt'e 
detail. The seven men who were to risil; 
I heir lives in her were as .cheerful 'is 
schoolboys on a frolic, d("spito twenty- 
four hoars' sleei)lessness anil hard work. 
Ideiit. llobson was almost as dirty and 
dishevelled as his men. with forty-eight 
hours' growth of beard, eyes sunken f(U' 
lack of sleep and hands as lihick as a 
coal-he.-iver's; but the hanils wtM'e cool 
and lirm in their grasp as tliotigh he 
were going on [larade. .V young otiiccr 
from the JLirblehi-ad I'anio aboard on 
husiness. As he left he said: "Shall 
W(! send you fellows over sou;e breal 
I'.-lst'.' ^Ve would be delighted, ami ea 
do it jnst :is well as not." 

"Never mind about the breakf;ist, oM 
nmn," responded Lieut, llolnon. 'but 
if yioi can send some e(dT<'e we would 
be very glad. You see. \ve are' s'.vept 
pretty clean here, and ncoie of m- has 
had a dro]) of coffee since day before 
yesterday." 

During the day Lieut. llobson weiK 
aboard tlio llagship. His once whit 
duck trousers were as black as a co:il- 
lieavcr's. his old fatigue coat wn 
buttoned and liis begrimed face w;is deep 
fnrrowi'd, but steadv resolution sti'l 
shone iirhis eyes. So .Mbsorbcd was be in 
the task :dH>ad of him that, ninnindfid 
of his api)earance and of all cereimin 
and naval elii|Ui>iti>, h<- tnlil tin- admiral 
in a tone of command that he must not 
again l)e iiiterfereil with. "I can carry 
tills thing tlirougli," he siiid, "but tlie;e 
must be no more recalls. My men have 
been keyed up for twentj'-foifr hours auil 
under a tremendous strain. Iron will 
break at last. 

"When finally Ilidison wont on hoa-d 
the Merrimae last iiiglit, ho had bee!i 
without sleep since Wednesday morning. 
He wns still Begrimed and black, like 
a man who had been hard at work in an 
engine room for a long time. As li 
said gnoil-b.v the lieutenant remarked 
that Ills only regret was that all of (h 
New York volunteers could not go with 
him. I

The Chumber of Deputies Worry the 
Premier With Contradfetory 
Votes. 

I'liris, .Tunc 14. — The clianilier of dep- 
uties to-day b.v '2',)') to 272 passed ii vole 
(if conliilence in tliu governinent. Later, 
however, the Meliiie ministry \v;is <ie- 
feiiled by u vote of 29(J to 21li, amid in- 
tense excitement and an uproar. M'he 
house was crowded, as were the imblic 
galleries, and all present eagerly discuss 
I'd tlu' situation. Tlio I'remier, M. Me 
line, opened tlie proecodiiigs b.v veliem 
ently repudiating the statement that he 
was engaged in an luiti-demoeratie pol- 
icy,, Inu, he declared that tlie accession 
of sociulisui to power would spell ruin 
for France. 

l!i.\-Ministcr Bourgeois follcweil, taunt- 
ing M. Meline with being un\villiiig to 
cut hiraself free from tbe rightists, und 
se'veral leftists continued their severe 
strictures of tlie Premier's anti-doino- 
cratic policy. 

M. Ribot then delivered a ■warm eul- 
ogy of the I'remier and projiosed a vote 
of conlidence in the goverumeut, but its 
tone elicited loud protests from tlie right- 
ists und general e.\citement. M. Meline, 
however, accepted the terms ot tlie mo- 
tion, vvlioroiipon M. Cassagnac charged 
bini witli throwing over the rightists. 
The Premier retorted that he Iiad never 
asked for tlu? support of the rightists. 
The tirst part of -M. Itibot's motion, "the 
elnunbcr aiiinoving tlie declarations of 
tlie government," was then adopted by 
a vote of ^l)."! to 272, as already caliled, 
and the second jiart, "is determined to 
put in force the policy of democratic 
reforms based on the opinion of republi- 
cans," was adopted bySSS to 5 votes. 

Thus fur matters 'were comparatively 
smooth. ' Then M. Henri Bicbard moved 
to add the words "supported by a; major- 
ity exclusively republican." M. Meline 
refused to accept this addition. M. Rich- 
ard insisted ou a vote and the addition 
was carried by 29C to 24G votes, where- 
upon there was li terrific upi'our. 

Tlie members of tlie extreme left arose 
en mass and shouts for the retirement 
of :Sl. Meline. M. ]?ertiiux yelled: "Get! 
You are defeated !'' Otliers pointing to llie 
ministcriiil benches indulge<l in a chorus 
(if groans, and one socialist vociferated 
"Ttesigii, resign!" When a lull occurred 
aiiotlier vote was taki'ii on the entire 
motion, which M. Meliuo accepted, 
swallowing tbe obnoxious addition, and 
the motion was adopted by 284 to 272 
voles. 

The cliainber of deputies tlien adjourn- 
ed until Monday. 

In the lobbies of tlio cliauiber the 
opinion was fr(!el.v expressed that M. 
Meline would resign after the council 
to-inorrow, though nothing is certain, 
owing to the contradictory churactpr of 
tbe votes.

THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 

A Quiet Day In New York Awaiting Eveatf 
—Collapse In Wheat a Depressin;; 
Feature. 

New York, June 14.— There was a dlsjiosl 
tlon In speculatfve circles to-day nither t( 
await the further progress of events nftei 
a series of testings of the market by the 
professional element. There was evidently 
an expectation at the opening that there 
might be renewed pressure to force liqui- 
dation on account of the collapse In- the 
wheat deal. The bears were prepared for 
such a development and sold stocks with 
considerable confidence, bringing about 
cllnes of a point' In some cases, but no 
heavy olTerlngs were eL.eountered on the 
decline and prices had come bace to about 
the openliif; level before the end of the 
lirst hour. Later in tlie day there was re- 
newed sellia;; on (piiti' a large scale which 
was altrihuted to (;iiieago a<!eount and this 
sci-ved to reawaken some uiiprehenslon as 
to the i-xteut of th(^ damage done to the 
tli'.aiiclal fabric by the collapse In wheat. 
l'c<)|)le's Gas and tile Grangi'rs were tlii' 
iirinlcpal KUlTeri-rs from the decline, liut 
the vei-y small ainoniit of Bock Island ofl'er- 
ed at the lower level was a con..iplclou.^ fea- 
ture of the movement. This fresh teiideiicv 
ot: prices unsettled the t.me of speculalloii 
and resullcd In a rather dull market for 
the rest of tin? day, prices drifting In a 
lather shiggisli manner over a narrow 
range. Tills buying for London account 
was (lulte conspicuous In New York in 
s|dle of the dullness on the London ey- 
eliaiige Incident to Ascot Day. Trices of 
bonds yielded In a.vmpatby with stocks, but 
losses wen? not large. There was no pres- 
sure of liquidation. 

The Kvening Post's financial cable from 
Loudon says: "TUe stock markets hei-e 
were stagnant to-day, the brokers being at 
the Ascot races. Americans were dull, dos- 
ing at about tin? lowest on the collajise of 
till' Loiter wheat deal. This caused a seml- 
paiilc ou the Liverpool Corn Exchange and 
renewed rumors as to Ine solvency of some 
of the llrins hero. Seltgman's anonnced de- 
tails of the United States government loan 
and that they are prepared to remit suh- 
serl])tlon from here.
